Now mates, [ don’t explain it, andIidon’t 
care to try—butit made the rest of us feel power- 
fully like we were all Jonahs. Iexpect we would 
have turned back if there had been fewer of us, 
and mest likely—the rest thought as 1 did—that 
Oalifornia or anywhere else would bea bappy ref- 

ge from what would meet us back at homeif we 
knocked under just then. The delay at Decatu 
caused us to miss the steamer 
at Charleston, but she just 
gone, and we hired a boat and followed. 
Other time as we had to scale her black wet sides, 
and poorold man 8. fe!l back in the sea twice before 
he made the trip, and he was getting to be an old 
man in those days. I felt sosorry for him. 1 asked 
if he did not think he had better land at Savannah 
and go home, as the ship would touch there. 

‘No,”’ said he, ‘I expect to dig some gold before I 
go home,’’ and he did. 

*T will not try totell you of the rough vorage to 
Chagris We were crowded and as uncomfortable 
as possible. I can smell that ship yet, wiih its filth 
and stinking bilge water Chagris was the name 
of the place to which the vessel was booked, for 
Aspinwall did not become the port and the termi- 
nus of the railroad until year 1852, and 1tL.© 
road was not opened to the public until 1855. 

“When the ship's crew hailed our landing place, 
we were all glad enough; but there proved to be 
some dangers yetiu store for us before we set our 
feeton land. We hada number of old Mexica 
soldiers in our party, and they puta little spirit 
into the deeponding, for they had a full knowledge 
of the country through which they had followed 
Scott and Taylor, and were accustomed to some of 
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country to their peaceable posession: in. the very 
shortest time that we could make the distance. 

‘‘At last we sighted the sea, and threw ourselves 
upon the beach with infinite relief. There was no 
regular steamship line on the Pahama 
at that time. Vessels to and from California 
in passing and travellers were reasonably sure 
of obtaining passage, and although the waiting 
seemed intolerably tedious to us, we secured places 
on the third day in an English brig, laden with 
wine, on its way toSan Francisco from Bordeaux 
Had we known what was yet in store for us, we 
would have waited longer at Panama for a more 
available Conveyance. 

The ship was old, and inexpressibly filthy. Her 
voyage had already been a long one. The captain’s 
face Was an index of his drunken habits 
and the crew were worthy of the master 
She was fuil when we went aboard, for the gold 
fever was prevailingin Europe as wellasin Am- 
erica. We were allowed to dump ourselves and our 
wallets onthe upper deck, with only a mildewed,

From the Boston Herald. 
William C. Phelan, who was 
Judge Lowell in the United States court yes- 
terday to five years’ imprisonment in the 
Worcester couaty jail, at Fitchburg, for pass- 
ing counterfeit money, has had a‘Temarkable 
career. He isa native of this city, and his 
parents were respectable. William was more 
than ordinaring bright,but unfortunately was 
not over choice in his associates. He early 
developed a *‘dare-devil’’ spirit, and when the 
war broke out, although but 15 years of* age 
he went to the front ina Massachusetts regi 
ment, Afterward he went to St. Louis 
became one of the most daring of bounty 
jumpers, He was finally arrested, but escap- 
ed and came east again, In the fall 1864 
he was employed by a business house in 
Philadelpbia, but disappeared in a few 
months quite suddenly. About the 
time his employers ascertained tbat he

He served to the 
end of the war, after which he returned to 
Boston, where he got employment asa clerk 
in the water board. About 1866 he was mar- 
ried to an estimab'e young lady of this city, 
and for a time he led an upright life. Later 
he resumed the acquaintance of evilco m,an- 
ions. Hespent much his time at " the 
gaming table, and, finding his salary inade- 
quate, turued bis hand in other directions to 
“raise the wind.” He laida plan to black- 
mail a prominent business man on Wasbing- 
ton street, it issaid. but the victim gathered 
courage at the last moment, refused to be 
Melnoked. ’ exposed Lhe couspiracy, but 
DECLINED TO PROSECUTE, 

This was in 1875, and the result was that 
Phelan was removed from his position in the 
water board vflice, being allowed about $300 
in salary in lieu of being retained tothe end 
of the year. Phelan, aithough removed, 
claimed he resigned, and asserted that the 
$300 had been given him asa token of es- 
teem. 

Early in 1876 he was engaged as a traveling 
salesman fora firm in this city, but his em 
ployers soon found that he was manipulating 
his sales entirely to bis own advantage, while 
at che same timehe paid none of his hote! 
bills, which came pouring in from nearly 
every city he visit d Poelan, in conse 
quence, severe i bis conuection with the firm 
but soon afterward—about Juage of the same 
yeac—started a grand scheme ef his own 
This was the publication of a ‘Centennial 
Art Aibum.’’ This work was contain 
photograpls of all the great men of the time 
and yiews of the leading buiidingsof the cit, 
The back of each photograph page was to be 
reserved for advertisements. The album wes 
to be of the most artistic workmansbip, and 
was intended to be an Ornament as well as a 
medium of adve ruising. Toe scheme worked 
to perfection,at ieast so far as,Poelan was con- 
‘eerned. He neyotiated with Mr. Jobn P 
Dale, printer, pubdiisher and bookbinder, of 
17 Boylston street, to get out the work, and 
the lutier prepared illustrative pages and 
binding, to i: dicate thestyle of the complet- 
ed work. Witb this specimen, Phelan can- 
vassed the business community, and secured 
many advertisements. tie collected in au- 
vance, it is said, about $2,000, and run away tv 
Chicago. Mr ‘Dale Was victimized in the 
amount of $100, and among other victims 
were William M. Lovej»y & Co., 32 Wes:

TO BE EASY WITH HIM 

His next venture was as agent of euth's 
Counterfeit Vetecior,”’ a pubsication intende 
' to keep the public posted as to the spurious 
money in circulation. In connection with 
his duties of bis new position, he made it a 
business to visit banks and secure counterfei! 
bills, so that his paper might be better en- 
abled te give currect desc rip' ions of them. 
Being of good address and a fluent talker, he 
easily ingratiated himself with mauy bank 
officials, and found it au easy matter to se 
cture such spuricus bilis as he desired. In one 
instance he. obtained from the Exchange 
National bank a well execute! $100 counter 
feit bill on the Merchants’ National bank of 
New Bedford. Atthistime he resided on 
Asylum street, near Washington street. 
Taki: g the counter(eic bill in question heme, 
he told his wife tuat he had seen a beautiful 
diamondring at the pawnmshop of a Mr 
Frapks, aud, as the ring could be bought for 
$35, he felt disposed to buy it. He gave the 
bill to his wife, who passed it on Franks, and 
received in change $65 in good money. The 
pawnoroker the next day discovered the im- 
position and ¢ usrd Phelan to be arrested, but 
the latter by sume means escape sd prosecu- 
tion. In the fall of 1877 Puelan parted 
company with Mr. Heath, who found fault 
because he had fuiled to make proper re 
turns, ) 

Phelan then started a detective agency on 
Merchants row, and secured letiers of indorse- 
ment from leading bank officials of Boston 
and other cives. "The o ‘bject of this bureau 
was to collect information conc erning coun- 
texieiters, their ecation and Ww rk, and de- 
scriptions of ail spuricus bil!sof coin offered 
‘or placed in circuiation. In this scheme, 
Phelan proposed w get the assistance of the 
United States secret service offivers, as well as 
all informa ion in the contro! of the bureau 
at Wasbivgien. In convection with his 
detective tureau, he pruposed to issue a 
- publication, and with this purpose he con- 
tracted with Mr.Johu S4yDye,of Poiadelphia 
for a monthly paper, which suould give iufor- 
mation necessary for the detection of coun- 
terfeits. He began to collect subscriptions 
for this serial, aud succeeded admirably; but 
‘ unfortunately the bureau collupsed,

with the money he had gathered. He went 
to Philade!phia and’ worked fora time with 
Mr. Dye, but tina.ly was obliged to change 
his base of uperaions. He next went to work 
for the Appietousin New York, and for a 
time sold the encyclo; # lia published by that 
house. His transactious with tailors and 
other tradesfolk in Gotham caused him to 
leave that city, aud he soon after appeared as 
an agent for U ‘ander wood's counterfeit detcc- 
tor of New Yor#, arival publication to that 
of Mr. Dye’s. His love for dress and jewelry, 
as well as the gaming table, continued, One 
day he visi: ‘ed a tirm on Broadway near 
Twenty-ttrst street, avd asked to be shown 
some fine diamonds. He was accommo 

dated, and finaliy, selecting a stone arth 
$375, be said he liked it, and would buy it if 
the firm would give bim alittletimein which 
to pay forit. He stated tuat he wasa United 
States secret service officer, andthat his ap- 

nt lack of ready money just then was due 
to the fact that he was paid but once @ quar- 
ter. The firm believed him, let him have the 
diamond, and have since failed either to re- 
cover the proper'y or its equivalent. 


Phelan soon afterward renewed his connec- : 


tion with Dye’s government detector, but con- 
tinued to work in New York. In June, 1880, 
he was ordered to Chicago to canvass thatand 
other western cities, and left for the west 
under rather embarrassing circumstances. It 
appears that for some time previous he was in 
arrears for board of himself, wife and two 
children, toa lady who could ill afford to lose 
the amount. Ascertaining that Phelan was 
going west, the landlady pressed’ him (for 
money, and finally threatened to hold his 
baggugeascoliateral. Phelan was equal to 
the emergency.

A New York secret 
tnat Le consideaed Phelan 
dangerous men in the country. #e believed 
that Phelan bad ed over $50,000 in 
counterfeit money during the past few years, 
and had presumably psssed the whole of it, 
He said that Special-Officer Mecllraith of the 
secret service was entitied to no little credit 
in capturing Phelan. After receiving his 
sentence yesterday afternoon, Phelan was 
taken to Fitchburg by Deputy Marshal Snow, 
atid was delivered to the keeper of the jail in 
that city.

ON HIS HANDS. 


Introducing RB: ligious Cbservancens Ivto the Theater— 
Taken in by the Cherp Jewelry Man-—The 
Ceuntrymer’s Caution—Wetchirg the 
Curiosiiles— Dis bedient Women, 

Special to The Constitution. 

New YorK, December 6.—The theatrical man 
who explained hisscheme fara production of the 
Passion Play was neither jocose nor iutentionally 
irreverent. He wassimply an old showman, so [full 
of the instincts of his calling that he had no room 
for good taste or sound judgment.

iday attractions. Got’em? 0, yes; I picked up a 
couple of serio-comics easy enough. I shall bill 
’emas from Trinity church choir, and I guess 
they'll godown allrignt. But I've gotabig thing 
fornext season. I’ve been to see all the new pieces 
on the New York stage, andI notice that water 


scenes are what catch the audiences. Three melodra- ! 


mas seem to have the got pull, and there's an ocean 
sensation in every one. These features ure what 
make the success of’em all. There’s a shipwreck 
in *‘In the Ranks,’’ a swim of escaped convicts in 
**The Stranglers,’’ and asmashup among iceburgs in 
‘Storm Beaten.’’ Itis done witha painted cloth, 
with boys humping their backs under it in the 
old-fashioned way, but in addition they sling 
around some mica and rock salt, which looks like 
splashes of real water. The people just yell with 
delight. Well, I caught on tothe idea for my pan- 
orama. I shall combine my 
show with 4 passion play, The 
New Testament scenes will be elab- 
orated by living personations of the characters’ 
It won’t be a theater play, don’t you see, so there 
Won't be any trouble with the authorities on the 
ground of sacrilege. The strong scene will be 
that of Christ watching on the sea, presented with 

as much realism as yousee in these melo-dramas. 
What do you think of it—honest, now? 

I thought that it was unwise, from a business 
point of view,and with no reference to the reli. 
gious side of the question,to give .a show that 
would repel one class and not particularly attract 
any other. ButI did not convince him, and prob- 
ably he will make the venture of a passion play, 
with the Saviour in a realistic water scene. If he 
comes your way with it, and you feel like punish- 
ing him, the most effective way will be to simply 
Stayaway.

THE MARRIAGE CEREMONY, 

Able theatrical managers usually avoid the pre- 
sentation of religious scenes on the stage. Even 
the ceremony of marriage is left out of plays in 
which it would be, dramatically, a fitting episode. 
But a poet's wishes have in one instance triumphed 
overall considerations of propriety and expediency. 
I mean Robert Buchanan, and his ridiculous melo- 
drama atthe Union Square. The piece closes with 
a weddingina.church. The heroine has during 
six turbulent acts been importunipg the villain to 
make her his wife, and her big brother 
has chased him to the north pole and back for the 
purpose of Slaying him on! sight,) but always neg- 
lecting to do it when the opportunity offered, and 
finally confronting him at thealtar, where the 
scoundre! has, so to speak, sought refuge behind 
the bridal skirts of thegirl. The stage is set. with 
as fine an interior of an ornate church as it isfpos- 
sible to paint on canvass. There are pews 
with people in them, and at the back 
a stained glass window leis in ting- 
ed lightin a quite cathedral fashion. A minister 
receives the couple in the chancel, ani proceeds 
with the marriage ceremony of the Episcopal 
church, to ithe point where anybody with an ob- 
jection is invited to speak out. Of course the 
avenging brother then dashes in and forbids the 
union. Buthe permits himself to be mollified, 
possibly because it is past eleven o'clock, and it 
necessary to let the audience out. Impressive? 
Well, no. Itis giggled at. | 

THE CHEAP JEWELRY MAN, 
¢ But amusement can be extracted from unpromis 
ing matter, if sufficient paius be taken. Whenever 
I have a few minutes tosparein walking through 
the Bowery, I get some fun byshutting up a mock 
auction. This trap forthe unwary is adroitly set 
_ across the way from the good and gone Peter Coop- 
er’s institute, where rural visitors to the city 
abound, and where they might reasonably expect 
to find nothing wrong. There is the usual imita- 
tion of a bankrupt jewelry store with the red 
of an auctioneer hanging outside,and a gang Of 
stool-pigeons making pretended bids within. The 
form of swindle followed is the 
old one of putting up a really valuable 
gold watch, guaranteeing its quality, and knocking 
it down toa pal at ten to fifteen dollars. The dupe 
sees that the article is worth a great deal more than 
that,and, when one that looks the same is offered, 
he eagerly buysitat asimilér price, without noting 
that the auctioneer has in his nothing 
about the value. Hetherefore becomes the owner 
of a brass watch, for which he has paid a ridicu- 
lous price,'‘and he is made to believe that he has 
no redress. Asa fact, however, a complaint at the 
mayor’s office would resultin some derelict under 
official being compelled todo his duty by closing 
the shop. Well, I dropped in, the other day, 
and watched the operation of fooling a country- 
man. A watch was knocked down to him and he 
had started for the cashier’s desk to lose his money 
when I whispered a few words of explanation in 
hisear. He thereupon escaped as quickly as his 
legs could carry himout. The scoundrels glared at 
me savagely and the auctioneer announced that, 
in consequence of the low prices. he would 
adjourn the sale. The doors were shut, but on 
returning an hour later, business was going on 
as before.

good man is generally appreciated in the long 
run, for character is not maade in a@day ora 
year, andit can’t be destroyed any quicker 
than it is made—unless the man destroys it 
himself. Saa well-balanced man can just go 
along and let the dogs bark at him. These 
barking dogs make a heap of fuss, but they 
don’t bite much. 

But there is another kind of abuse that wor- 
ries us more than our quarrels at home, for it 
lasts longer and cuts deeper and keeps us 
aggravated all the time. It does look like 
them fellers up north will never be reconciled 
or let usalone. When they come down here 
to live they soon get their eyes open, and we 
get along in harmony and 
mix upand mingle with em, and we learn 
something from them about contrivance and 
economy and push, and they learn something 
from us about how to slosh along and have a 
good time, money or no money. 

I was thinking about all of this when I took 
up the N. Y. Tribune and read a piece head- 
ed ‘‘The Chaingang Senators of Georgia.’’ It 
said that the nation was disgraced by having 
in the United States senate two senators who 
had made their political and financial success 
out of the chaingang system in the state of 
Georgia—a system more barbarous and inhu- 
man than slavery ever was. It said that Joe 
Brown was the chief owner of the Dade coal 
nines and he had a lease on three hundred 
able-bodied convicts for twenty years and that 
Goyernor Colquitt and General Gordon were 
interested in a similar lease, and they had 
got into office through the patronage that 
come from these leases and the attention of 
the nation ought to be called toit. The editor 
called attention to a letter from Atlanta sign- 
ed H. W. which intimated that these leases 
where controlled by a corrupt ring and that 
even the courts were interested to keep 
up the supply of able-bodied convicts. 

That Tribune is the special organ of the re- 
publican party. it is read by hun- 
dreds of thousands of people and they gener- 
ally believe what they read. Now it dont 
matter so much what they say or think about 
the morality or brutality of any two of our 
citizens but it isa reflection upon the whole 
people of Georgia and is an effort to brand us 
with infamy before the entire north and keep 
up the old strife. I had been thinking we 
were getting along better and were about to 
harmonize socially if we couldent politically, 
but I dont see any chance forit now. The 
bloody shirt and the everlasting nigger are 
stillin the way. They are building a plat- 
form for the next presidential campaign and 
this is the first plank—the sameold plank of 
southern outrages. 

Now I’m no advocate or defender of the 
chaingang system. Idon’tlikeit, but if is 
easier to pull it down than to build up 
another that is any better under ifs present 
management. There 1s noinhumanity,about 
it. no more than there would beif the con- 
victs were all within the walls of a peniten- 
tiary as they used to be, bnt my objection is 
to the law that sends a young darkey there 
for two years or more for a little steaiing. As 
Troup Taylor says in his admirable little 
book on the Negro, “I would whip him and 
let him go.’’ Morethan half of them are 
there for petty larceny, and nothing but the 
lash will teach ’em that it is a crime, 

But the northern people have no excuse 
for abusing us about our convict system. The 
census shows that they have more white con- 
victs than we have colored enes, according to 
population. ‘There is no difference 
in working them in mines or brick 
yards than working them inside of high stone 
walls. They are sentenced to hard labor by 
the law and the courts, and what immorality 
there is in a man hiring that labor from the 
state, nobody buta rabid republican can see, 
Two of Joe Brown’s pariners in the Dade 
coal company ‘are Bbosion republicans and 
they visit the camps frequently, and are sat- 
istied with the treatment of these convicts, 
Ihe state pays a man, acompetent man, a 
humane man, a watchful man, to visit these 
camps, and he goes all the time and nobody 
knows when to expect im, and he says that 
if there isany inhumanity he is sure to tind 
it out, and everybody who knows Colonel 
Towers knows. they can’t fool him, and they 
know that no lessee can bribe him or fool 
him with taffy. 

[ don’t suppose that either of our senators 
care anything about such slanders. They are 
used to it, but it is an insult to the people of 
Georgia who sentthem there. Our senators 
are not very popular with some of our peo- 
ple, but they represent us,and the whole 
people will stand up tothem, They are em- 
phatically representative men, for one of 
them is a scion of the old aristocracy, and the 
other self-made, self-poised and self reliant. 

I was talking yesterday to John E. Ward, 
an honored and distinguished Georgian, 
who now livesin New York, and he said to 
me: Joe Brown has made more outof his 
mental capital than any mantlever knew. 
When I first knew him he was ordinary, 
very ordinary, At least he seemed to be so. 
He knew nothing of statesman- 
ship, mothing of political econo- 
my, nothing of banking or bookkeeping, 
nothing of railroad management, but he 
watched everything, studied everything, 
reasoned upon everything, and now he is one 
ef the foremost thinkers and reasoners in the 
state. His mind seems to have continually 
enlarged, and his brain power has expanded 
until there is no subject that he cannot com- 
prenend and give you an intelligent opinion 
upon. If he lives ten years longer and 
continues to absorb knowledge in the 
same ratio he will have more influence 
and more control over the people of the state 
and perhaps of the south than any man in 
it. Heisa wonderful man.’’ Old Joe has 
had atime of itclimbing up. When he was 
hauling wood and plowing a steer nobody 
abused him, but everybody praised him and 
said, he is a good boy—he is working hard to 
support his parents and help the younger 
children along. But when Joe Brown gets up 
in the world and passes the travelers on the 
road the travelers get mad and want to catch 
him by the coat-tail and pull him back. 
They wouldn’t even turn out for him, but 
kept in the middle ef the road and he had to 
drive around andrun inagully, but*he got 
round and went on. He never insulted 
anybody orrun against the wheels of their 
wagon, but bowed politely as he passed 'em 
and wenton. He has had a hard road to 
travel, and whatever of fame or of fortune

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Governor Colquitt has hada rough time of it, | 
too, and he stands it pretty well. He has 
long ago proved his patriotism; and his 
humanity and liberality have never been 
questioned. I reckon that our senators will 
not do the nation any harm, and I hope the 
Tribune willbe easy. I wish the editor had 
time and inclination tocome down and see 
us and inspect a convict camp. Maybe he 
would like to lease a darkey for twenty dol- 
lars. a year just to keep coal in 
the grate and wait on him and 
show his pearly teeth and pick up little 
things that were laying around. The darkey 
would like it know. H. W. says that forty 
per cent died in one camp in one year, and 
that whenever an overworked convict got to 
be an invalid they made him run away to 
get rid of feeding him, and then reported 
him as dead. I reckon fhat accounted for 
the forty per cent. They run away, and that 
ought to please the Tribune, if it don’t. But 
such ridiculous lies are not worth considera 
tion.

EAGERLY GRASPED THE 3 00 BILL. 

He had never seen so inuich money in his life 
before and felt like a full-fledged millionaire 
as he safely stored itaway. Although he was 
more than heavily pressed by his tailor, boot 
maker and the various other elements which 
form the noisest vocal features of the average 
American young man’s life, yet he firmly 
kept the promise he had given his mother, 
and that $500 bill remained intact in the bot- 
tom of his trunk. Several times he requested 
permission from the old lady donor to use the 
big bill and pay some of his numerous smal! 
bills, but she was firm in her refusal. ‘No, 
John,’’ she would emphatically say. ‘Stop 
spending money, work, earn and save, 
and thus pay those debts.

sin she fled. In her flight she carried with 
her all the family valuables she could seize 
in her haste. Amung other articles of value 
was that tive hundred dollar bill. She was 
aware of its place of concealment in their 
house and fully conversant with 1 43 peculiar 
history. Mr. Richmond, upon learning a!!, 
pursued her with relentless fury. Tracing her 
from city to ‘city, he at last found her. 
‘Faithless woman,’’ he cried when they met, 
‘go, you are worthless; but first return to me 
the five hondred dollar bill given to me by 
my mother, and which you have. I have 
sacredly resolved never to part with it.”’ 

FOR A TIME, WOMAN LIKE,

Although the writing, which was 
nearly allin pencil, was in many places al 
most illegible, -yet your correspondent was 
enabled to glean from it the narrated 
facts of this poor uniortunate’s life. ‘There 
was also an envelope with the fragment of a 
greenback, which bad béen torn into many 
small pieces, In addition wasa paper writ- 
ten inaclear, neat hand by a prominent 
bank official of this ci:y, which read 
lows: 

BALTIMORE, November, 21, 1883.-This after- 
noon a ragged, dirty fellow called upon me 
and showed me that appeared to me to be a 
genuine $500 United siates greenback. He 
asked me to give him this statement in writ- 
ing that he had itin his possession. I refus- 
ed at first, but as he begged so hard I have 
concluded to comply with his request and do 
so. How he came by it or who he isI can not 
say. Hecertainly must be crazy to wander 
around with so much money looking as he 
does. 

In a different handwriting there was found 
the following, evidently written by the poor | 
soul himself: 

I know lam abouttodie. | 
which tells the true story of my life. 
people will say I was crazy to remain as I was 
and die as I do ifI really had a $500 bill. 
Others will say that I had notthe money. I 
leave a paper signed bya kind-hearted man, 
well known, which says I showed it to him. 
[ have kept the promise—the soul vow—l 
made my mother. I resolved that bill should 
never broken, and have just torn it up into 
a thousand little pieces. Now I goto meet 
her. 

It is highly probable that the poor fellow 
had become insane through his many trou- 
bles, and that the peculiar mania with which 
he was affected was that he must keep that 
promise. That he thusdied in poverty and 
degradation in the possession of a $500-bill 
is almost proven beyond the shadow ofa 
doubt.

Wondering what Dalton 
night’ Tasked one of my companions the 
meaning of the phrase. He replied: ‘“‘A 
phantom cat comes to Dalton during the 
night following his third day of hard drink 
ing. itisa warning tohim to put on the 
brakes,”’ 

‘Tell me of it,’’ I said. 

Complying he said: ‘Dalton sprees. He 
drinks at long intervals,and never in*modera- 
tion. When the wild desire for alcohol as 
sails him, resistance is seemingly impossible, 
He turns his mines over to his foreman, and 
comes to Denver. Hedrinks freely the first 
dav, still more the second, and he turns him- 
self loose on the third. He isa heavy and 
very powerful man, and can drink an enor- 
mous quantity of whisky before succumbing 
toit. { have known him to drink forty 
glasses of liquor in one day, six of them be- 
fore breakfast. By the end of the third day 
Dalton is very nervous. Soon after he falls 
into bis first drunken sleep on the third night 
he always dreams that he comes into his 
room; that a noise, as though of something 
scratching on the carpet under his bed, at- 
tracts his attention; that, looking under the 
bed, he sees a large; yellow tomcat, witha 
bristling tail as big asa rolling-pin. The cat 
is tearing the carpe with itssharpclaws. In- 
different to cats or dogs, or any animal that 
walks on earth, he undresses and gets into 
bed. Instantly he is smitten with paralysis. 
He can not move. His brain works without 
friction and is wonderfully clear. His vision 
is penetrative. Hecan see through the bed, 
and sees the cat on the floor in the corner. 
His clear sight pierces throngh the disguise 
of the creature and he realizes that itis an 
eye-dsetroying, flesh-eating devil. He knows 
that the fiend will come out from under the 
bed and jump on the footboard. Standing 
there with arched back and swelling tail, the 
creature will utter frightful cries preparatory 
to leaping, with distended claws, on his face 
and tearing out his eyes. Dalton becomes 
afraid of the cat. He tries to call for help.

Phen my wife speaks, saying, softly, “I am 
afraid.’’ Instantly my mind is flooded with 
the recollection of a dreadful horror tbat I 
had not thought of for years. | remember 
that we had abandoned the house because it 
was haunted. Our experience, as I recal] it 

was that a spirit walked nightiy in the attic, 
and, after a short walk, descended the stairs.

The recent mystegious appearances follow- 
ing sunset and sredbding sunrise nave attract- 
ed wide attention from students of the ski‘s 
and the people generally, During the days 
of recent weeks the sun seems to have been 
obscured by a thin veil eof a dull leaden hue 
which, as the sun receded toward the horison, 
became more luminous, then yellow, then 
orange, then red; and, as night settled down 
upon the earth, a dull purple. At first it was 
thought these appearances were ordinary sun- 
set reflections of light but it is now pretty 
certain that they are either the misty sub- 
stance of the tail of some unseen comet, in 
which the earth is enveloped, ora surround- 
ing stratum of world dust or very small 
meteors Professor Brooks, of the Red House 
Observatory, Phelps, N. Y., has turned his 
telescope upon these objects and discovered 
what he thinks are myriads of telescopic 
meteors. If it is unorganized world dust, or 
decomposed vapors, as the Democrat and 
Chronicle. of. Kochester, N. Y., remarks; 
‘‘How is this matter to be disposed of? Will 
it settle and-form a deposit upon the earth, or 
remain a partial opaque shell about the earth 
to cut offa portion of the sun’s light upon 
it?”

claims at Washington, for the recovery of the value 


of slaves in Texas are asfollows: It is alleged that 
Texas was admitted tothe union under peculiar 
and different circumstances from any other state 
and this action will be brought in good 
faith and on the advice of some of the 
best lawyers in Texas, and without any idea of 
creating politicalexcitement, The negotiation for 


the annexation of Texas began during Tyler’s ad- 
ministration, and a joint resolution providing for 
the annexation passed Congress and was approved 
by the president on March 1, 1845. These resolu- 
tions contained conditions and guarantees, the 
most significant of which were in regard to the 
present case, as follows: 

Sec. 3. New states of convenient sizes, not ex-

How They Are Comliogin Alter their Arm and Le? 


Money—Iuteresting Cases, 


The governor's office is doing a heavy business 
now paying the amount appropriated by the legis 
lature tosupply maimed confederate soldiers with 
limbs, Many pathetic spectacles are wituessed, and 
many touching stories are told in the eapitol as the 
men of empty sleeves and dangling 
draw the meager pitiance that the state is able 
give them. Yesterday au old soldier wholives near 
the city, received his allowan with an unusual 
show of gratitude. fe bad only oue arm, and his 
hand bore eviderces of the hardest manual labor. 

“You have no idea,’’ he said to Mr. Tip Harri- 
son, a8 the papers were filled out, “‘How mucoh help 
this money will be to me. Ihave to make my 
living cutting cord wood. It’s the only work I can 
get. You can imagine what headway a man can 
make cutting cord wood with one hand.”’ 

While that old soldier will weigh every cent before 
he spends it, there are others to whom the money 
will beof littie service. There havealready been 
beneficiaries who yielded to the temptations 
of the. bowland squandered their money in a 
brief debauca, 

The constitution provides that the legislature 
may raise moucy ‘‘to supply maimed confederate 
soldiers with artificial limbs during life.’’ Too act 
of the legislature passed in performance of this 
provisiou of the constitution provides 
that the governor may supply the 
limbs, orif the soldiers prefer, they may take the 
money and supply themselves. Ili is evident, and 
in fact, it is really known that the amounts al- 
lowed were predicated upon the cost of the artifi- 
cial limbs and not upon the basis of inconvenience 
and loss by the soldiers in being deprived of their 
members. Thusit was estimated that an artillcial 
leg below the knee would cost $75, and that an ar- 
tificial arm below the: elbow would cost forty. 
Itis true that the man whose arm was to:n away 
in batile, feels more keenly his loss than the man 
who is simply minus one jeg, especically if he is 
alaboring man. Itisnot perhaps in accordance 
with the strict letter of law for this money to be 
spent exceptfor limbs, but the spirit of the law 
and the sentiment of the people permits the 
soldiers to do as they please with the mouey, It 
would hardly do togivethema stone when they 
asked for bread. The hungry wood chopper work- 
ing wiih one hand would rather 
have crisp notes in his pocket 
than an ornamental, but entirely useless artificial 
arm athisside. There are instances where soidiers 
are more deserving of aid from the state than in 
either of the cases mentioned, but the constitution 
makes no provision forthem. Itis said that there 
are confederate soldiers with both eyes shot out, 
and Mr. Harrison tells of an instance that has come 
under his own observation, and which is truly dis- 
tressing, in which a man was disabled for life, but 
can receive no benetit underthe law. Hesays that 
duriug the wara mau from one of Georgia's counties 
was sitting beside a log. The low was struck 
by a cannon balland knocked ‘against the man’s 
back, inflicting an injury that has resulted in the 
man’s body being doubled over to such an extent 
that heis a heipless invalid. A correspondent 
writing from Atlanta says it is strange that the 
legislature did not make provision for such 
cases or at least for soldiers who, while they bave 
not lost 4 limb or limbs, have 
those members as wholly disabled 
as if they were gone. It is not strange, how- 
ever, as the constitution makes provision solely for 
the lost limbs. A misunderstanding has grown out 
of a publication, a few days ago, thatit may be wel!
